The federal goverjMnent 
should maintain active sponsorshij* of 
this. l{ural parents would be lacking 
in the rlement which makes civiliza- 
tion enduring: if they did not desire for 
children educatiotial opportunities com- 
parable to tl»ose in the cities. Thc- 
price the consumer pays for foodstuffs 
is no indication of what the pr.iducer 
receives. There are too many turn- 
overs between the two. Society and 
government, particularly local and 
slate, have been remiss in not modern- 
izing loc^l me-rketitig facilities. Mu. 
nicipalitiea .muet in large measure, in- 
terest themselves ip. if not directly 
control community markets. This la 
a matter of such importance .that the 
federal, Bovernment can profitably ex- 
pend money and effort in helping to 
evolve methods and to allow their vir- 
tues. The farmer raises bis crops and 
the' price which he receix'es la deter- 
mined by .-tuppb and demand. His 
products in beef and pork aod produce, 
pasa into cold storage and oldinalii.^■ 
.w^n.they reach the consumer the law 
of sHBPly nnd demand does not obtain. 
The preservation of foodstuffs by cold 
storitge is a .boon to humanity, and it 
should ,be encouraged. However, the 
time has come .for its i^igilant r«9tila- 
tion and inaamuch as it becomes a part 
of Interstate commerce the .resppnsi- 
billty is with the feder&l goverritnent. 
Supplies are gathered l»rfr9m the farm 
in limes of plenty. They can easily 
be fed out to the conaumer in such 
manner as to keep the demand in ex- 
cess of that part of the supply which is 
.released from cold sloratje. Tliis is an 
unfair practice and should be sjtopp. d. 
Besidea. there should be a time limit 
beyond which perishable foodstuffs 
should not beiditored. iSvery .successful 
modem hu«inaas enterpriae has its 
purdiaalng, .producing .Mid aelling de- 
partment. It .is .not only tair that .he 
be enable both to purehaae and sell ad- 
vantageotisly, but ia ia absolutely ne- 
cessary because be has become a com- 
petitor with the manufacturer for .la- 
bor. He has been unable to compete 
in the past and bis help in c</nset|uence 
has been in.suf tlci«»nt. Therefoie. the 
the riRht of co-operative purchasint; 
and sellinfT in the modern view, should 
be removed from all question. Agrl- 
cultucal thought has not been sufA- 
ciently represented in affairs of gov- 
ernment. Ifony of the..b¥aniches of the 
K;overnm«at which dMd.remotaly or di- 
ractly with the aoil.and -its prohlenM 
and.ita poaatbiUties wouLd.be jnti^re valr 
uahle to the ^enevaJ welfare if the 
practlcAl exparicnce of the farmer 
were an element in their '^hdministra- 
tion. To be specific, the Interstate 
Coinnieice Commi.*sion. the J-^ederal 
Reserve Board, the Federal Trade C'om- 
rai.ssion are administered by business 
men. Does any one contribute more 
to the malting and success of railroads 
than the farmer or to the creation .and 
prosperity of the banks, or to the sta- 
bility oi .manufacturing and trade 
unit*, or to 'tho agenclaa Iniairasted in 
exvortii^? 

Our objective ahould -he inor e a se d 
tenantry. With the period of occupancy 
uncertain, the renter attipa land . of its 
fertile elements, and aach diminishes 
our national assets. Under -the opera- 
tion of the Federal -Reserve and th*' 



tranevoKtation facilities. fdth the 
railf'oads and .the public arc to blame. 
There has been no material addition to 
the total .miicase in tlie la>t ten years 
und the inct^ase in terminals has been 
much less thai! .renuired.
